ENGLAND A3 A MODEL. 



We have been recently endeavoring to 
show how injudicious it would be to make 
England our standard or example in the 
education of our youth. Tho nrgumeut 
scarcely require 10 hit placed before thote 
whoso experience extends to the British 
American Provinces or tbe Tinted States. 
In these countries the people inu too consci- 
ous of the faults of the mother country in her 
mode of public instruction to nccept it as a 
model. Tney know how much she is excelled 
by those admirable systems which obtain 
over tho largest portion of North America. 
We, like oar Eastern neighbors, uiuai judge 
of measures, nit on the ground lhat lliey 
eome Irortj this country nr tn.it. but on their 
adaptability lo ourselves. I. w rather a 
spurious sort of patriotism thai make* ono 
cling lo a thing because it coin..s Irotn tho 
land of his birth or it luption Wo live in a 
too practical n;'C to he lei irdoil in our pro- 
gress by prejudice or superstition. No one 
will deny the English character ol the Lon- 
don rimes, yet it prefers an American ma- 
chine for working oti iti enormous issue to 
one made in (treat Britain ; not because it 
has any especial love: for its transatlantic 
brethren hut because a cannot aflord to be 
behind in business competition with its neigh- 
bors. The Australian woodohopper has 
never been doubted in his loyally; but all 
the persuasion in the world could not induce 
him to zive up his American axe for an 
English one. Reason teaches man in every 
country to value things according to their 
utility ; and thus provides the t-rent essential 
of progress. With the world before u- to 
pick and choose from ii would ill become us 
iuany parti culrtr to adopt it system or a cus- 
tom on other grounds than Unit it is the 
best. Our pr; le as Englishmen need not 
suffer by taking a leaf from other countries 
— whether it is in the practice of the low or 
the teaching of youth. England is quite 
great enough to nffurd being interior in some 
things to her neighbors. If she has a very 
illiterate people she has also trie most learn- 
ed ; if she has the greatest amount of pov 
erty she has also the greatest wealth. Her 
judicial aels r.re the in .st just and the most 
dignified; hor 'r;: lative debates are the 
most brilliant and tho mint courteous; her 
public men aie the tn lit incorruptible. 
Here are examples worthy our emulatiou and 
our imitation. Here ate leaves that nre can 
take with profit lo ourselves and credit to 
the colony from ike mother country. Have 
wa done so! Do our courts of law wear 
that air of deep gravity nod respect which 
characterise those of England? Are our 
debates or discussions in tlte Legislature 
characterised by thai lairness, and that cour- 
tesy which nre the peculiar features of the 
House nf Lords and the House of Commons ; 
and lastly nre our public men, like those ol 
England, inconuptible .' Do they aim el 
upholding the dignity of the country, the 
respect of their office, and I lie principles of 
justice / We think not. 

Ii is with lorrow we have to acknowledge 
our shortcomings in the above respect. We 
have hail in our brief colonial career too 
many outrages in high placs against right. 
We have seen them blinked at by one public 
guardian and deleuded by an it'i r. We have 
watched the iisidiom wool ol uiuerupu lous- 
ness grow up like :!. : tiii-ille, until it seemed 
to be scattered broad -t-t over our public 
aBairs, choking up every avenue to «e'l 
respect and public duly. Is it not time thai 
honesty should step forward ami uproot the 
evil? Let us begin a: lue people's repre- 
sentatives; lor on liicni tli'' responsibility 
resis. We have laid tin' foundation of a 
oivilized country; but we hive deposited, 
underneath the corner stone, the germ ol cor- 
ruption. Let us go back, if we have to tak- 
ap stone by stone, until we ee! to tin- pur", 
nucontaroinuted br.«o First and forcr.ofl 
let us examine the franchise act, which has 
been, by the Hte<"five . i thu s past as well 
as by the members ol the Hoii'i. - . persistently 
ignored when ii suited Ih ■■( p irpos . Recently 
wo have a gr i- inttingi m< ut by ihc Into mem 
ber for Saanieh, Mr Street. This, we believe, 
is the fourth or lift!) casu where the law has 
been distinctly outr it;ed, and « here the tneni- 
her ha» laid himself open to serious punish- 
ment. In tli" past admin -nation, we had 
the defaulting dor lou '' piiehtiirked, " us it 
xvere, into the H hi->. on two separate oe 
easions : when he was, according to the art, 
totally disqual li ■ I. Vet ;l j .uih was 
taken, mil several ol 'he members 
who are now in thellouso were o >: ashamed to 
• it beside, a man who ha I perjured himself, 
oor was there any member who had ihe dig 
nily of tho House or the ri spec: of the public 
sufficiently at heart lo rise up in his place 
and denounce Ihe outrage.

DECLARATION OK TITLE BILL. 

This bill was read a first lime. 

BARRISTEKs' BILL 

The House went into committee of the 
whole on this hill, the hon. Treasurer in tho | 
chsir. 

Clause I. passed with the alteration of tho | 
words Supreme Courts to said Supreme 
Court. 

On Sec. 1 of Clause I., the hon. Attorney 
General taid that no such thing as udvocale 
was known in the Superior Courts of Kng- 
land or Ireland. I 
Tho Section passed with the addition of ' 
ins words at, ihe end ol the third line " or 
Court of Sessirns in Seoiland." 

The Hon. Chiel Justice drew attention to 
the omission of Doctors ol Civil Law in the 
hill. He said their right lo pracli.-e was 
provided for in her Majesty's Order of Conn- 
oil; Doctors of Civil Law practised in the 
Ecclesiastical and Admiralty Courts in f.ng- 
land. Dr. Lusbington was a well known 
prae'itioner, aod if any ot those gentlemen : 
chose to visit ibis colony for the purpose of 
practising he did not see why they should be 
excluded from our court.. 

Tbe Hon. Colonial Secretary said he did 
not know whether I)' ctors ol Civil Law prac- 
tised to nomine in the Ecclesiastical Courts. 
He thought the title of D.C.L. was an hon- 
orary one conlerred by the Universities. 

Tne Chief Justice said ht bad made no 
motion, but wished lo call the attention ol 
the House to what he considered an omission, 
['he Doctors of Civil Law practised only in 
courts wheie the civil law was thu rule. In 
some foreign courts all practitioners must 
become Doctors of Law. Where tho Humaii- 
Dutch law prevailed they must be admitted
